Considerable stir has been creat- 
‘ed here by a letter signed by Mr. 
Chen frisiarig-mo, principal cf a 
‘Chinese school in the Chinese city, 
which was delivered: to-day to the 
_tesidences of important: Chinese re- 
sidents in the British and French’ 
Corcessions by messengers from 
the Mayor's office. 


The letter refers to the  in- 
conveniences occasioned by the 
barriers around the Concessions. 

Owing to the protection to 
hostile elements, the letter snys, 
the Concessions aré to blame 
for the necessity of having 
these barriers erected. 

The letter urges Chinese 
residents in the Concessions 
to make representations 
for formation of an inter- 
national police corps under 
the control of the China 
Safety Bureau, reorganisa- . 
tion of the Councils and dis- 
missal of police officers who 
are protecting “anti-Gov- 
ernment” ciemcnts. 

The letter was featured in 
the Chinese and Japanese news- 
papers this morning. The jour- 
nals report that copies have 
also been sent to the British 
and French Consulates. — Reu- 
ter.

would cease.” These words, part 
of a lecture delivered in 1892 may 
help to explain to a world that is 
still mystified by the purge of 


June, 1984, why Hitler had Gen-. 


erat von Schleicher killed, as well 
as the leaders of the Brown Shirt 
army who had tried to take a+ 
hand in controlling policy. 


The’ list of Hitler’s debts to 
Treitachke could be prolonged to 
n tiresome length; we must con- 
fine ourselves’ to but more exam- 
ples -which deal «with aspects of 
Hitlerism which Englishmen have 
persistently refused to take a8 a 
reflection of the real will of the 
German people, Firat, anti-Semi- 
tism. Treitachke insisted on the 
Jewish menace to Germany in the 
eightcen-ninetica. ‘Now that the 
Aryane have accustomed them- 
selves to the management of 
money, the Jews cease to 
necessary, And now all that. is 
dangerous-in this people becomes 
prominent, tho decomposing pow- 
er of a nation which assumes the 
mark of diffcult nationalitics,” he 


said. “No nation can permit the , 


be | 


Jews to have a double nation- 
ality." 

The sources of Hitlerism lie not 
in Versailles, nor in Weimar, but 
‘in Bismarck's Germany; and for 
the understanding of Hitlerism 
we must look not to any tran- 
sitory complex but to a Wellans- 
chang which was expressed with 
admirable clarity by the most po- 
‘pular teacher in Germany in the 
Jast quarter of the 19th century. 

Herr Hitler is only echoing old 
Prussian policy. In a German Se- 
eret Offcial Report of March, 
1913, we find pure Hitlerism:— 

“Our new Army law is but an 
extension of the military educa- 
tion of the German people. Our 
ancestors ‘of 1813 made greater 
sucrifices. It is our, sacred duty 
to sharpen the sword which has 


’ been placed in our hands, and to 


hold it ready for our defence as 
well as to strike our enemy, The 
idea that our armaments are a 
reply to the armaments and policy 
of the French muat be. instilled 
into the people. Things must be 
so managed that under the 
weighty impression of powerful 


. armaments, of considerable sacri- 


fices, and of political tension, the 
outbreak of war shall be 'con- 


’ sidered as a deliverance, because 


after it would come decades of 
peace and of prosperity such as 
those which followed 1870, . .” 

Likewise, the German Emper- ‘ 
or's outbursts in 1914 after war 
had begun should not‘be forgot- 
ten:— 

“Remember who you are, The 


. Holy Spirit has descended on me, 


because I am the Emperor of the 
Germanga, I am the instrument of 
the Most High, I am His sword, 
His representative, Woo and death 
to those who. do not believe’my 
mission! Let ‘all enemies of the | 
Germans ‘periah, God demands . 
their destruction, God who 


‘through me commands you to ful- 


fil His will.”

and the dearest charm of all the 
rest, a yielding sweetness of dis- 
position and a generous warmth 
of heart, grateful for love on our 
part, and ardently glowing .with 
an more than equal return, 

One may doubt, however, .the 
Wisdom of that ultimate qualifi- 
ention, for a woman whois al- 
ways ardently glowing with a 
tore than equal affection is like- 
ly to become as oppressive as a 
crowded railway carriage with 
both windows shut in the height’ 
of summer. Burns was writing 
in romantic vein (though the tail 
of his letter swings back to ‘the 
importance of a healthy body and 
4 vigorous constitution) because 
he was addressing a lady of su- 
perior condition. He is more 
realistically inclined — on the 
same subject—when he is corres- 
ponding with another man: with 
Alexander Cunningham, the Edin- 
burgh lawyer, for instance. 

HERE is a letter to Cunning- 

ham, written in 1792, half 
full of boisterous nonsense and 
high spirits, that, in one of its 
more sober parts, answers this 
question as to.the most excellent 
thing in woman with mathemati: 
cal accuracy, For Burns remem- 
bers’ ‘suddenly that Cunningham 
is not long married, and asks: 
him, “How do you like, I mean 
really like, the Married Life?” 

But he does not stay for Cun- 
ningham's opinion of wedlock. It 
is different from all that love- 
sick youth and sighing gitls ima- 
xine, he says, but God ordained 
it, and he will never quarrel with 
His institutions. ‘And he has 
formed hia own opinion of what 
makes for married happiness: 


. for Personal Charms, 


Sophisticated Charm.

Bailie, 
“the most beautiful, elegant wé6- 
man in the world” and how he 
accompanied . “her and — her 
Father's Family fifteen miles on 
their journey, out of pure devo- 
tion, to admire the loveliness of 
the works of God in such ‘an un- 
equalled display of them.” And 
then, galloping home at night, he 
made a ballad on her, © without 
ever mentioning her good nature, 
but thinking a great deal about 
her pretty face, ' 
ERITAPS we may leave it at 
that, with the highest marks 
going to good humour—and with’ 
respect for a healthy appetite— 
but also with a decent readiness

The church and the home are 
safe anchors. ‘For one of. the 
children someday, a close contact 
with church life may be the very 
thing needed to carry him 
through an cmorggncy. . 

We are rearing three indivi- 
duals, It is of paramount impor- 
tunce that we try to recognise the 
differences and guide as best we 
can. We have never expected 
consciously any. return on this 
experiment, Childish minds are 
concerned only with bodily com- 
fort‘and happiness. It should be 
so. Certainly we shall never ask 
for gratitude, a rare virtue even 
in adults. Because the world did 
not remain on an even keel, we 


-have been obliged to change our 


plans for these children. A busi- 
ness which seemed as substantial 
as granite has been swept away.. 
This,. combined with the many 
problems’ of early adolescence, 
has’ brought out a new line of 
valuable possibilities.

Truo, there is an aristocracy of 
wealth as represented by the 
great names of business and in- 
dustry.

Most of 
them devoted all their time to 
making money and not to the 
cultivation of the art of living. 


The old aristocrats mixed only 
among themaclves. In European 
royalty, this resulted fn internal

What, then has contributed ‘to 
this breakdown?

The trensure was deposited in 
the safes of the Polish State Bank 
in Warsaw in 1923. 


In the Riga Peace Treaty be- 
tween Poland and the Soviet Union 
in 1921,, the latter promised to re- 
turn - Polish art treasures 
jewels brought from Poland to 
Russia in pre-war times. 


.These included jewels of the 
value of 30 million gold roubles 
collected in ‘Warsaw during the 
Polish Rebellion of 1830. 

In 1923 it was agreed that Po- 
land should receive as compengsa- 
tion jewels from Romanoff trea- 
sure, 

The Soviet Government, how- 
ever, reserved the right of re-pur- 
chase within fifteen years. This 
period expired on December 31 
this year—Trans-Ocean. :
